The real cause of the fire. th at was 
seen by many of our town (Hoople on 
Sunday n ig h t,has aroused much specu­ 
lation of thought and seems as yet to 
lie clothed in a veil of mystery. 
It w ill he recalled that several years 
ago Herr Thomas, better known as the 
"H erm it of W olf'H ill" owned a little 
property just beyond Hock Creek, on 
the West slope of 
Wolf H ill. 
Mr. 
Thomas was a frequent visitor in Get 
tyshurg and was often 
seen 
on our 
streets with hisjlitile two wheeled cart 
ilri'wn by his faithful dog, gathering 
rags and gum shoes which be market 
ed and by this means provided sufti 
cient capital to meet his scanty 
re 
quireinenLa. 
On Sundays Mr. Thomas 
received many visitors at his 
Hermi 
luge and delighted in talking over his 
possession of the estate he had acquired 
by hard labor. 
It consisted of about 
a half acre of ground and the H erm i­ 
tage. 
A lieut a year ago the Hermit 
died 
leaving a w ill fly 
which he devised 
his estate to the county. The property 
was sold and remained unoccupied for 
some time, then it was leased by John 
H art who occupied it at intervals up 
until the tim e it was burned. 


Since the death of the H erm it some 
of the people living in that neighbor 
hood have reported strange happenings 
about the ald place.

"Archbishop Ryan is slightly tm 
proved, bul we fear that it Is only) 
temporary He is even a little strong 
ar, although he suffered the worst 
spell ut heart depression he has yet 
had We thought he was gone, but he 
rallhed and is How much stronger. He 
may drop off at any time His won 
oerful will power and vitality and iii® 
gentle resignation are doing much lot 
him.'’

aud weaker, he would gasp for breath 
and then he would be resuscitated by 
the uurses with oxygen When he wm 
relieved hts keen kindly eye* would 
light up wifi, cheerful resignation and

A fer a Lively Diacus&ion Reciprocity 
Agreement Was Referred to Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Relatione. 


Washington. Jan SI.—Things mov 
cd rapidly in congress with regard to 
President T aft’s tariff plans 
While the senate, after a lively din- 
cession, decided to reler the proposed 
reciprocity pact with Canada to the 
committee on foreign relations, the 
house received a special rule to pro 
vide fot the immediate consideration 
of the bill to create a permanent tariff 
commission 
The special rule was reported i« 
the house hy Representative Dalzell, 
of Pennsylvania, and its adoption will 
mean a speedy vote as to whether 
this part of Mr. Taft s plans for legis­ 
lation before the Democrats come into 
power Is to go through, at least so 
tai as the house is concerned 
The discussion In the senate was 
the first airing there of the presi­ 
dent's program for trade reciprocity 
with Canada The discussion arose in 
connection ’vfth a motion of Senator 
Cullom, of Illinois, to change the ref­ 
erence of the bill from the commit­ 
tee on finance to the committee od 
foreign relations 
Senator Heyburn, of Idaho, contend­ 
ed that as the agreement dealt with 
Hie tariff, the foreign relations com­ 
mittee could have no jurisdiction He 
argued that the executive department 
had transcended its authority in en­ 
tering into the compact with Canada. 
Heyburn Opposes Reciprocity. 
"The senate," Mr 
Heyburn said, 
does not recognize the right to make 
a tariff by agreement 
I know of no

1d»e sign, fourteen feet high and 
extending twenty loot along the width 
ut the top oi the loin-story building, 
was probably loosened by the wind, 
and it crashed down without warning 
upon the bends of scores of pedes 
l r iuns in the throngs along that thor- 
otjghfare. 
Men and women were caught be 
neath the tailing mass and crushed. 
Persons who escaped were quick to 
form a rescue squad and freed the vic­ 
tims from the debris 
Passing motor 
cars aud hurriedly summoned am bu­ 
lantes carried tho dead and Injured 
to the Jefferson hospital. 
The building is occupied 
by the 
Rexford Jewelry company. They have 
only recently occupied the structure, 
urn! the sign bore tile name of a pre­ 
vious occupant. This sign was braced 
a^uinst the cornice. The Rexford store 
is flanked on each side by higher 
structures, and it is supposed that the 
high 
wind, sweeping down betw»-en 
the higher buildings, caught the sign 
and tore it lrom it.. fastenings.

A particularly heavy gust of wind 
tore the massive sheet steel and tira- 
bo cd sign from its fastenings, sixty 
feet above the parsing throngs, and 
whiiled it over the sidewalk. 
The noise of the wind prevented 
the sound of the tim bers and bolts 
being 
torn aw ay from 
reaching 
the 
ears of the passera-hy. One end of 
the sign was heavier than the other, 
and this caused the big structure to 
whirl, the heavy end 
s ilk in g 
the 
street first 
with a loud crash. 
The 
si«rn struck the middle 
of the pave­ 
ment and fell out toward the curb. 
So dense had been the throngs on 
the sidewalk that many persons had 
been forced to tho edge of the curb 
and into the street. To the fact that 
the sign fell so far out from 
the 
building line fully half a hundred peo­ 
ple owe their escape from Injury or 
death.

Building Inspector Hart said the tim ­ 
bers aud fastenings were rotted by 
exposure to the w eather He said that 
he was surprised that ll held together 
as long as it did. 
Those killed were crushed lieneath 
the heavy end of the sign, three dying 
instantly, Mrs. Yinning died while be­ 
ing taken to a hospital.
